Particulars of the Entertainment given 
to bis Majefty the King of Denmark, 
on Friday, September 30, dy their 
Graces the Duke and Duchefs of Narth- 
umberland, at Sion Houle. 


N nis arrival, the king was re- 

ceived at the coach door by the 
duke and duchefs, and conducted by 
them through the grand fuite of new 
apartments into the gallery, where he 
amuled himfeif till dinner time. At 
dinner, the company confifted of the 
king of Denmark, feveral of the fo- 
reign miniiters and their ladies, the 
Danifh noblemen, and fome of the 
firtt nobility of both fexes of this king- 
dom. Three courtes of whatever was 
mott rare and excellent in this country 
were ferved up in gilt plate, followed 
by a molt fuperb and highly ornament 
ed defert, and a band of mufic from 
the veltibule accompanied the: whole. 
After dinner, coifee, tea, and other 
refrefhments, were ferved fo the come 
pany, which towards the evening was 
increafed to above two hundred, and 
confifted of their royal highnefles the 
princefs Amelia, the dukes of Glau- 
cefter and Cumberland, and’ maoyv 
other perfons of the firit quality and 
diftinction. About nine o'clock his 
majefty of Denmark, attended by this 
noble affembly, being in the gallery, 
the tolding doors were fuddenly throw 
open, and difplayed to him a mott fu- 
perb and magnificent round temple, 
communicating with four open pavi- 
lions of Grecian architecture, erected 
in the great.inner court of Sion houfe, 
and ornamented with tran {parent paint- 
ngs Of the arms of Great Britain and 
Denmark, and the badges of the teve- 
ral orders of knighthood of both king- 
doms, with feftoons and pyramids of 
lights; and a variety of emblematical 
devices, the whole betng illuminated 
with upwards. of . fifteen thoufand 
lamps. A band of mufic was plgera 
in the pavilions, which on his majeity’s 
appearance 
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appearance, faluted him with a grand 
concert of martial inftruments. The 
king having remained here fome time, 
returned by the great hall throug the 
veftibule into the ball room, where he 
opened the ball with dancing two mi- 
nuets, one with the duchefs of Ancaf- 
ter, the other with lady Frances Man- 
mers; he then began the country 
dances with lady Gower, which conti- 
nued till near twelve o'clock; at which 
time his majefty again pafied through 
the illuminated temple and princiral 
apartments to fupper, which was ferv- 
ed in a room over the gallery, being 
accompanied there by the dukes of 
Gloucefter and Cumberland, the -fo- 
reign minifters and their ladies, and 
fome of the principal Englith nobility. 
The reft,of the company 4upped at a 
range of tables above 140 feet in length, 
in the arcade next the garden, which 
had been inclofed and fitted up in 
an elegant manner, for this purpofe. 
After fupper the company affembled 
again in the ball room, and renewed 
dancing; from which tbe king and his 
train retired between one and two 
o’clock, and fome time after the’bail 
ended. In honour of their royal gueft, 


their graces had a new road made on 
purpole, leading from the turnpike 
road, in a winding direction, towards 
Sion Houfe; and anew bridge laid over 
the great canal that furrounds it. 


This road was lined with lamps 
quite up to Sion-Houle, which had 
a moft beautiful effect, and prevent- 
ed any accident happening amongtt 
the numerous. train of carriages that 
crouded it on this occafion. In 
fhort, this moft amiable monarch 
was entertained by their graces with 
that elegance, tafte, magnificence, and

twelve days, without any bad confe- 
quences attending it, and notwith- 
ftanding» he was guilty of many irre- 
gularities in his diet.

It 
is this which hath produced fo many 
gmmortal actions, the glory of which 
dazzles our .weak eyes; It is this 
which hath produced fo many. great 
men, whofe antiquated virtues have 
fied. for mere fables, ever fince pa- 
triotifm hath been turned into deri- 
fion. Not that this is a matter of fur 
rize: |, the tranfports _ of. fafceptible

Avgultine order. We have already 
taken notice of the manner in which he 
left Florence, in the year 3564, upon 
the account of fome difputes with his ge- 
neral, who fent to all the convents af the 
Francifcans, betwixt there and Rome, 
to apprehend and confine him as a de- 
ferter; that Montalto fufpeéting it, 
took another rout, and avoided all 
the houfes of that order. In this’ex- 
pedition he arrived, one evening, at a 
convent of Auguftines, of which FPa- 
ther Salviati, a young man, very civil 
and obliging in his behaviour, was the 
prior. Though Montalto thought fit 
to conceal the rank he held in his or- 
der from him, he, neverthelefs, re- 
ceived him very hofpitably; and, as the 
chamber where itrangers ulually lodg- 
ed at that time, happened to be out 
of repair, he gave him partof his own 
ed. When Montalto took his leave, 
in the morning, cither becaufe he real- 
jy wanted money, or to make a trial 
of his friendthip, he afked him to lend 
him four crowns, which he promi(ed 
to pay again in a fhort time. Salvia- 
ti readily complied with the requett, 
and took his note, which he had wrote 
in a different hand from what hecom- 
monly ufed, and figned with a fham 
name, The Auguitine having waited 
a long time without hearing any. thing 
from his debtor, afked fome of the 
Francifcans if they knew fuch a one of 
their order, calling him by the name 
which he had fubfcribed to the note, 
but could not get any intelligence of 
him, there being no religious of that 
ngme, thathe could find, amongft the 
Francifcans. Sixtus, meeting with an 
account of this adventure in his jour- 
nal, ordered the general of the Au- 
guftines to fend for father Salviati,. if 
he'was yet alive, for he wanted.to fee 
and fpeak to him... ‘This religious be- 
ing ‘engaged, at that time, in a quarrel 
with his bifhop, about fome, trifling 
matter (as is often the cafe betwixt 
bifhops and regulars) the bifhop com- 
plained of him to the congregation of 
cardinals, that is appointed to adjuft 
fuch difputes; and the general imagin- 
ed his holinefs had fent for Salviati, to 
reprimand, or, perhaps, to . punifh 
hinj for his contumacy : He was con- 
firmed in his opinion, by the grave, 
or rather angry manner, in which he 
had given him that order; and, think- 
ing it would pleafe the pope, delivered 
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him ito the hands of four monk, ~ j 
be‘ guarded by them. all. the way, hs 
were as lordly, and kept as fig c 
watch over him, asif they had been g . 
many archers. Y 
The bithop, hearing of the manne, - 
in which Salviati was condued t ) 
Rome, began to triumph exceedingly , 
as he thought it was.in confequence gf :

During the fpace of a month or more 
that he ftayed ar Rome, the pope fent 
for him feveral times, to examine his 
capacity, and find out what fort of pre- 
ferment would pleafe him beft: He at 
firft defigned to- have made him gene- 
ral ef his order, and the general a 
bifhop ; but, as he ‘perceived he was 
defirous of leaving the regulars, he 
gave him a confiderable bifhoprick, 
that happened to be vacant at that 
trme. This promotion,’ which was a 
fufficient recompence, and much great - 
er than he could expett, was highly 
agreeable to Salviati, an honour to his 
order, 2 heart-breaking to ‘his adver- 
fary, to fee him upon an equal foot- 
ing with himfelf, a furprize to all the 
world’; and pave Pafquin occafion to 
fay, that bifbopricks were now fold for 
four crowns a- piece. 

Several other things of this kind he 
did, to the great aftonifhment of every 
body, as it was inconceivable how he 
could recollect the moft trifling and 
minute circumftances of tranfadtions 
that happened fo long ago. If we con- 
fider the gteat care and exaéctne(s 
with which he regiftred every accident 
that had befallen him thro’ the whole 
courfe of his life, one would think he 
muft have had fome ‘prefeatimenrt, or 
fore-knowledge, of what he was to be : 
But nothing gave him fo much plea- 
fure, as looking over the occurrences 
that happened’ whilit “he lived in a 
cloyfter. : 

When he heard of any one’s death, 
that had ever done him a fervice, he 
feemed much concerned’ that’ fie had 
loft'an opportunity of making them a 
recompence, which he ufed to do com- 
monly to the neareft relations : As for 
thofe that had at any time done him a 
prejudice, if he did them “no” good, 
he at leaft did them no harm, but 

feemed 
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feemed to defpife the injuries his ene- 
mies had endeavoured to do him. 
Whenever he exhorted any body to 
forgive affronts, or ill ufage, he ufed 
to propofe himéfelf, as an example to 
them, and faid, *“* If we were to re- 
venge all the perfecutions that have 
been raifed again us, we mutt deftroy 
no inconfiderable part of the Francif- 
can order.” 

Sixtus’s government in civil con- 
cerns was wife and politick: He 
was alfo an encourager of learning 
and arts, and of arms and the mili- 
tary fcience; he eftablifhed funds for 
the purpofe of building gallies and 
erefting fortifications, the famous je- 
fuit, Clavius, being his engineer. 

His publick works were noble and 
magnificent, fo that it was faid, what he 
did in the few years he was pope, to- 
wards beautifying and adorning the city 
of Rome, exceeded all that had been 
done by the Roman emperors: nor was 
his care confined to that city : he fortifi- 
ed the frontiers of the Ecclefiaftical State, 
particularly towards Naples, of which 
he intended to difpoffefs the Spaniards; 
made Loretto a city; and furnifhed 
Civita-Vecchia with frefh water. He 
eftablithed many noble charities, parti- 
cularly one of 3000 crowns per annum, 
for the redemption of chriltian cap- 
tives out of the hands of infidels. He 
built the famous Vatican library, and 
caufed a large brafs cheft to be made 
and depofited in the tower of St. An- 
gelo, which he called the treafury of 
the Roman church, propofing to lay 
up a million of crowns in it every year. 
When the rights and immunities of 
the church were in difpute, he treated 
princes, emperors, and their ambafla- 
dors with httle refpect, nay with rude- 
nefs and haughtinels, and though at 
the beginning of his pontificate he 
encouraged the League in France, 
yet latterly he would not contribute 
one fingle fhilling for its fupport; fo 
that in fact Henry IV. in great mea- 
fure, owed his efiablifhment on the 
French throne to Sixtus. As he had 
a longing-eye upon Naples, he under- 
hand urged Queen Elizabeth of Eng- 
Jand to fall upon Spain, and though he 
bleffed, &c. the Invincible Armada fit- 
ted out againft her, is thought to have 
given her the firft advice of its defti- 
nation. 

In the midf of all his cares and 
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fatigues, in the condu& of domef; 
and foreign affairs, he did not § S 
his own mily : ** But he behaved, 
this, as m every thing elfe, with a 
prudence and circum{pedtion ; for “ 
cept in the imftance of bringing thea 
to Rome, and creating his nephey 
cardinal in the firft month of his 
tificate, he proceeded but flowly i 
conferring favours upon them, #. 
firft endeavour was to acquire the " 
putation of juf and zealous; when ty 
faw this pretty well eftablified, ag 
that he was revered and looked 
with-a fort of admiration by all th 
world, and that it was matter of aly, 
nifhment to every body, how he rail 
money to accomplith his vatt defizn, 
and perform fuch things as urpall 
the grandeur and magnificence of th 
ancient Romans; he then began 
think of his family, and {ettled anjp. 
come of 100,000 crowns per a 
in eftate and ecclefiaftical benefiy, 
befides 250,000 crowns in houfes, rid 
furniture, plate, and jewels, tpon hij 
nephew the cardinal; heaping upm 
him the moft honourable and luce 
tive employments in_ his difpofal, a 
chancellor of the church, arch-priel 
of St. Maria Maggiore, protector d 
the kingdom of Poland, &c. It 
fhort, he was not only the riche‘ al 
oit powerful cardinal of his tim 
but the moft carefled and beloved ; 
wiich his princely manner of behaw 
our did not a little contribute. 
After he had fufficiently taken care 
him, he made fuch a provifion fori 
nieces, that they were envied by ladit 
of the greateft families in Rome. Tb 
were both of a difpofition that wow 
have done honour to the moft exalt 
birth. As one of them was only twelt 
and other but ten years old when i 
came to Rome, his holinefs commit 
them to the care of two nobie I 
trons, as governefles, hy whole & 
ple and inftruétions, they learned 
behave in a manner that would!

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HOUGH after all our enquiries 
into the phenomena of nature, 
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and our dttempts to refolve them into 
their proper caufes, it ftill remains out 
of human power to impede their ope- 
ration, yet this can be no rational mo- 
tive for defifting from their invettiga- 
tion; and there is no moral impro- 
priety at all in indulging a curiofity to 
fearch after the remote tountain, tho’ 
we are not able either to purify or di- 
vert the muddy channel. 

Agreeably to this, what fhall we 
think of the late extraordinary fum- 
mer ? Among other enquiries into and 
folutions of it, pleafe to take the fol- 
lowing. It was obfervable in this 
county and probably in moft other 
places, that almoft conftantly after a 
fall of rain the clear fky fucceding be- 
came by degrees, often in one day, 
fometimes in two, often only in half 
a day, replete with a thick bed of va- 
pours, commonly called, a watry ky, 
which by their early appearance after 
the preceding rain had juft then been 
condenfing in the upper regions of 
the air; and fince this was the cafe, 
thofe regions muft have been confider- 
ably colder than the lower, and _ haf- 
tened that concretion of vapours 
which fo foon condenfed and gravi- 
tated in large drops. Add to this, 
that the rain has been attended by the 
wind from all the quarters, which fa- 
vours the fuppofition of thefe rains 
proceeding not generally from the 
wind, as they oftendo, but from fome 
other caufe. 

It is obfervable again, that the lower 
regions of the air near the earth have 
all this while been feafonably warm, 
fometimes indeed fultry: Now this 
dango the exhalation of effences 

rom the bofom of the earth then hear- 
tily moiftened with rains, and thefe 
arifing ingreat plenty, checked in their 
aicent by the chill of the fuperior and 
fermented by the warmth of the infe- 
rior air, may they not thus have pro- 
duced the late uncommon quantity of 
lightening and thunder. And this ef- 
pecially, as there have very rarely been 
wanting clouds in the lower regions 
to confine the expanfion of thefe va- 
pours. On Saturday September 24, 
the barometer rofe from a degree be- 
low changeable to near two degrees 


above it; but when this change hap- 


pened, it was attended, for almoft two 
days after, with a warm fouth wind, 
and in little longer than this fmall 
fpace of time thole beds of condenfed 








vapours in the upper air Ceafed ty 
fhew themfelves, except three or foy, 
times faintly, and foon difappeareg, 
May not this fouthern blaft then hays 
probably been a warm one and rp. 
duced or foftened the chill of the up. 
per air whereby thefe vapours haye 
been all along condenfed ? 

Farther, the variablenefs of the 
winds which is affigned by Dr. Halley 
(Phil. Tr. N. 181.) to be here in Eng. 
land the principal caufe of the ne 
and fajl of the mercury in the baro. 
meter, may have contributed by their 
different direétions from us, as froma 
center, to have kept the mercury low, 
and thus have oftentimes concurred 
with the general caufe abovementioned; 
we have alfo' frequently had contrary 
winds blowing over the fame place, 
when the two winds in the upper 
and lower regions have had a confide. 
rable difference in their velocities, 
Thefe phznomena therefore concur. 
ing with the very frequent conden! 
tion and precipitation of vapours in 
the upper regions may have cooperat- 
ed in the caufe of the many very {ud- 
den and heavy fhowers. But let me 
add, that the defcent of rain proceed 
ing from a great variety of caufes, me 
diately and immediately, viz. the Q 
coldnefs of the air, and thence the con by 
denfation and precipitation of vapours Hi 4; 
therein, the direétion of the winds, w 
and their inconftancy, the obftruc- BM >,

In regard to the dews in genet? 
being more or lefs3 and the Jate m® 
or fogs fometimes going off in vapo™ 
fometimes condenfing into drops, & 
ordinary phenomena, thefe are ¥ 
known, and are the effect of chang: 
in the air and weather, and at 
only indications but not efficies 
caufes of them. 

There has been likewife another!

common phanomenon, viz. ee 
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meteor on Wednefday evening, Au- 
ult 31, and on the day following the 
prodigious fall of rain in moft parts of 
England, which I conceive to have 
been in a great meafure the effect of 
that phenomenon. That this accenfion 
has been occafioned by a fermentation 
of an inflammable track of air is not 
to be doubted, as alfo that it appeared 
‘, a moift air not unlike the ignes 


fatui in low and marfhy places; it 
ended likewife with an explofion un- 
heard. Should I attempt to refolve 
‘ this gloomy phenomenon, I humbly

Aaa Beloved countrymen, 

in PE RHAPS the objection to the 
NT late a€t, impofing duties upon pa- 


per, &c. might have been fafely refted 
on the arguments drawn from the uni- 
verfal conduét of parliaments and mi- 
titers, from the firft exiftence of thefe 
colonies, to the adminiftration of Mr. 
Grenville. 

What but the indifputable, the ac- 
knowledged exclufive right of the co- 
les to tax themfelves, could be the 
Mafon, that in this long period of 
more than one hundred and fifty years, 
mo fatute was ever pafled for the fole 
upole.of raifing a revenue on the co-

lonies? And how clear, how copent 
muft that reafon be, to which every 
parliament and every minifter, for fo 
long a time fubmitted, without a fin- 
gle attempt to innovate? 

England in part of that courfe of 
years, and, Great-Britain, in other 
parts, was engaged in fierce and ex- 
penfive wars, troubled with fome tu- 
multous and bold parliaments; go- 
verned by many daring and wicked 
minifters; yet none of them ever 
ventured to touch the palladium of 
American Liberty; ambition, avarice, 
faction, tyranny, all revered it. 
Whenever it was neceflary to raifle 
money on the colonies, the requifitions 
of the crown were made, and duti- 
fully comylied with. The parliament 
from time to time regulated their trade, 
and that of the reft of the empire, to 
preferve their dependencies, and the 
connection of the whole in good order. 

The people of Great-Britain in fup- 
port of their privileges, boaft much of 
their antiquity. Yet it may well be 
queftioned, if there is a fingle privi- 
lege of a Britith fubje&t, fupported by 
longer, more folemn, or more uninter- 
rupted teftimony, than the exclufive 
right of taxation in thefe colonies 
The people of Great-Britain confider 
that kingdom as the fovereign of thefe 
colonies, and would now annex to 
that fovereignty a prerogative never 
heard of before, How would they 
bear this, was the cafe their own ? 
What would they think of a new pre- 
rogative claimed by the crown? We 
may guefs what their conduct would 
be from the tranfports of paffion into 
which they fell about the late embargo, 
laid to relieve the moft emergent ne- 
ceflities of ftate, admitting of no delay; 
and for which there were numerous 
precedents. Let our liberties be treate 
ed with the fame tenderne(fs, and it is 
all we defire. 

Explicit as the conduét of parlia- 
ments, for fo many ages, 1s, to prove 
that no money can be levied on thefe 
colonies, by parliament, for the pur- 
pofe of raifing a revenue; yet it is not 
the only evidence in our favour. 

Every one of the moft material ar- 
guments againft the legality of the 
ttamp-act operates With equal force 
againft the act now odjected to; but 
as they are well knowm, it feems un- 
neceflary,to repeat them here. :

This general one only fhall be con- 
fidered at prefent. That though 
thefe colonies are dependant on Great- 
Britain; and though fhe hasa legal 
power to make laws for preferving 
that dependance; yet it is not necel- 
fary for this purpofe, nor eflential to 
the relation between a mother country 
and her colonies, as was eagerly con- 
tended by the advocates for the ftamp 
act, that fhe fthould raife money upon 
them without their confent. 

Colonies were formerly planted by 
warlike nations, to keep their enemies 
in awe; to relieve their country over- 
burthened with inhabitants ; or to dif- 
charge a number of difcontented and 
troublefome citizens. But in more 
modern ages, the {pirit of vwlence be- 
ing in fome meafure, if the expreflion 
may be allowed, fheathed in com- 
merce, colonies have been fettled by 
the nations of Europe for the purpofes 
of trade, Thefe purpofes were to be 


attained by the colonies raifing fortheir 
mother country thofe things which the 
did not produce herfelt ; and by fup- 
plying themfelves from her with things - 
they wanted. Thefe were the national 
objcé&ts in the commencement of our 
colonies, and have been uniformly fo 


in their promotion. 

To afwer thefe grand purpofes, 

erfect liberty was known to be ne- 
ceffary; all hiftory proving, that trade 
and freedom are nearly related to each 
other. By a due regard to this wife 
and jult plan, the infant colonies ex- 
pofed in the unknown climates, and 
unexplored wilidernefles of this new 
world, lived, grew, and flourifhed. 

The parent countfy with unde- 
viating prudence and virtue, attentive 
to the firft principles of colonization, 
drew to herfeif the benefits the might 
reafonably expect, and preferved to 
her children the bleffings, on which 
thofe benefits were founded. She 
made laws, obliging her colonies to 
carry to her all thofe products which 
fhe wanted for her own ufe; and all 
thofe raw materials which fhe \chofe 
herfelf to work up. Befides this re- 


ftriction the forbad them to procure ’ 


manufactures from any other part of 
the globe; or even the produtts of 
European countries, which alone 
eould rival her, without being ,firft 
* bpought to her, In fhort, by a Va-

riety of laws, -fhe regulated their trade 
in fuch a manner, as the thought ing 
conducive to their mutual advantage 
and her own welfare. A. power wy 
referved to the crown of repealing any 
laws that fhould. be enacted. = Tite ¢, 
ecutive authority of government wy 
all lodged in the crown and its repre. 
fentatives ; and an appeal was fecured 
to the crown from all judgments in th 
adminiitration of juitice. 

For all. thefe powers eftablithed by 
the mother country over the colonie: 
for all thefe immenfe emoluments de. 
rived by her from them ; for all thei 
difficulties and diftrefles in fixing them, 
felves, what was the recompente made 
them ? A communication of her righty 
in general, and particularly of thy 
great one, the foundation of all the 
reft—that their property, acquired 
with fo much pain and hazard, thould 
not be difpofed of by any one by 
themfelves—or, to ule the beautify 
and emphatic language of the facred 
fcriptures, ‘* that they fhould fit evey 
man under his vine, and under his 
fig tree, and none fhould make then 
afraid.” 

Can any man of candour and know. 
ledge deny, that thefe inftitutions, 
form an affinity between Great Bri 
tain and her colonies, that fufficiently 
fecures their dependance upon her; ot 
that for her to Jevy taxes upon them, 
is to reverfe the nature of things? o 
that fhe can purfue fuch a meafure, 
without reducing them to a ftat¢ 0 
vaflaiage ? 

If any perfon cannot conceive the {t- 
premacy of. Great-Britain to. exil, 
without the power of laying taxes t0 
levy money upon us, the hiftory 
the colonies and of Great-Britam 
fince their fettlement will  piove 
the contrary. He will there fad 
the amazing advantages arifing to her 
from them—the conftant exercife of 
her fupremacy and their filial fub- 
miffion to it, without a fingle rebel 
lion, or even the thought of one, from 
the firft emigration to this moment 
and all thefe things have happened, 
without an inftance of Great-Britaa 
laying taxes to levy money Uupes 
them.

As con- 
aor as ftreams tend to the ocean, 
have they been pouring the fruits of 
i] their labours into their mother’s 
jap.

Thirdly, That we will not purchafe 
of any factor, or others, any kind of 
goods imported from Great-Britain, 
from Jan. 1769 to Jan. 1770. 

Fourthly, That we will not import, 
on our.Own account, or on commif- 
fions, or purchafe of any who fhall im- 
port from any other colony in Ameri- 
ca, from Jan. 1769 to Jan. 1770, any 
tea, gla‘s, paper, or other goods, com- 
monly imported from Great-Britain. 

Fifthly, That we will not, from and 
after the rft of Jan. 1769, import into 
this province any tea, paper, glafs, or.

peace, and for the protection of ail 
his majefty’s fubjects whatever. And 
that to this end and purpofe, they take 
effectual care, fo far as to them re- 
fpectively appertains, to put in execu- 
tion the laws for preventing, fuppref- 
fing, and punithing all riots, tumults, 
and unlawtul affemblies. 

And I do hereby likewife call upon 
all his majefty’s good fubjects, within 
the province, to exert themfelves in 
promoting peace and good order, in 
reftoring vigour and firmnefs to the 
government, and in (upporting the ci- 
vil officers in the due execution of the 
Jaws.

Account of the late mafked Ball. 

Y public advertifements in our 
News-papers, the doors of the 
houfe were opened for the ad- 
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miffion of fpeétators in the gallery at 
feven o'clock, and for the mafks at 
nine ; early in the evening, however, 
a party of the Guards was ordered up. 
on duty at the theatre, to prevent dif. ’ 
turbances, and highly to the honour 
not only of the officers, but of the pri- 
vate men, they exerted themfelves in 
fuch a manner, as very much facili- 
tated the accefs of the matkers to the 
houfe, and produced a greater degree 
of order than could be well expected 
among the populace. 

The number of tickets delivered 
out for the ball was fo great, that ma- 
ny, fearful of finding admittance ex- 
tremely difficult, if not wholly impof- 
fible, thronged to the houfe the mo- 
ment of admiflion, fo that before ele- 
ven the concourfe was prodigious, and 
the magnificence of the various drefles, 
together with the brilliancy of the il- 
lumination, afforded a view inconceiv- 
ably pleafing to the fpeétator. The 
general fatistaétion however fuftained 
fome diminution from the continual 
increafe of company, and the exceffive 
heat of the room, {fo that the dancers 
were very few, and much of that 
pleafantry which commonly pafles at 
mafquerades when people are perfeé- 
ly at eafe was fupprefied. Add to this, 
that feveral unable to endure the heat, 
were reduced to ‘the necefflity of un- 
mafking long before fupper, when it 
became univerfal to unmafk, and con- 
fequently put it out of their own 
power to preferve the propriety of their 
imaginary charatters. 

His Danith majefty was dreffed in a

“* In the firft ardour, our advantages were 
a litthe exaggerated: but, as we mean not to 
impofe on the public, we are glad to redti- 
fy any mifreprefentations, a8 feon as we are 
better informed. The following is an exac 
detail of what has happened: on the fide of 
Cafinca. " rad t 

As foon as the French had taken Forians 
and Biguglia, General Paoh learnt that cole- 
nel Buttafuoco had engaged.a good number of 
the iphabitants of the province of ‘Cafinca to 
fubmit to the French; gpon which he weth- 
drew his troops from the prowince of Nebbio, 
and pofted them at Bebito, The Sieur Cle- 
ment Paoli, brother to the general, whe 
occupied Loretto, was in the mean time 
forced by the inhabitants to quit that place, 
and retired to St. Antoine de la Cafabranca. 
Thefe. unlucky events, however, difcouraged 
not the Corficans ; General Gafforio remain- 
ed with a detachment at Benito; and the 
other troops afflembled at Roftino, where all 
the inhabitants of the neighbouring diftriGs 
united. who were able to bear arms. 

On the 11th in the morning we began to 
march ‘to the enemy. Penta, one of the 
{trongeft places in the ifland, was the firft at- 
tacked Our troops carried it by affault, and 
made prifoners there three officers and eighty 
foldierss The French, whofe parties {pread 
imothofe quarters, might amount to about 
two-thoufand men, not finding themfelves 
able to make head again& the ‘Cirfi¢ans, ré- 
tired-to V.nzolafco, Loretto, and Velcovato. 
Cap, Salicetti furprized them in the night of 
the a2th, in the latter place, and had even 
taken (paffeffion of feveral Roules, “when 
weundrwhict he recewvedobyoal thinfket ther, 
obiigtd! him to retire. oDhe Si¢ur Clement’ 
Paois petietrated‘alio the {ante maght inca Loe ;

they bad retired, the inhabitants took. the 
part of the French, and defended them def- 
perately; infomiuch that Paoli, who began 
to want ammunition, found himfelf obliged 
&o relinquith his poffeffion, 

On the 18th it was refolved, in a council 
of war, to force the French to evacuate the 
province of Cafinca: confequently, our tsoops 
marched that day towards Occagnano 5. but 
the French forefeeing our defign, abandoned 
Vingolafco, Loretto, and Vefcovato, and 
leaving behind them four pieces of artillery, 
retired towards the Guolo, in order to pafs 
it. The Sieur Clement Paoli, who had the 
ye with 200 men to feize on the 

idge del Lago Benedetto, incommoded them 
greatly in their retreat. Some men were loft 
on each fide ; but the French having at length 
pafied the river, reunited at Borgo, where 
they have left a garrifon of 600 men, The 
Corficans did not immediately purfue them, 
but have fince marched towards that place, 
which they now hold blocked up. 

It is faid that the French have propofed 
a fufpenfion of arms, and that it has been 
refufed. Be that as it may, it is certain 
that they have pofted a corps at St. Marie 
del Orto, about half way between Biguglia 
and Fyriani, to preferve thofe two places, 
which have not beer evacuated, as was re- 
ported, 


Thus have things turned out on the fide of 


Cafinca. An account of the operations on 


the fide of Nebbio, where General Paoli has 


a€ted in perfon againft the French, we are 
aan with the utmoft impatience.” (See

of our dear people of Corfica in general, and 
of every individual in particular with the tens 
timents of a paternal hearts We will main- 
tain, upon our royal word, the conditions we 
have promifed in regard to the form of gos 
vernment to the nation, and to thofe who 
fhali thew themfelves moft zealous and mof 
ready to fubmit to our obedience, and we 
hope that nations enjoying this advantage 
and our royal prote€tion by fuch precious ties, 
will not put us upon treating them as rebels, 
and perpetuate in the ifland of Corfica difur- 
bances which cannot but prove deftructive :@ 
a people whom we have adopted with com- 
placency among the number of our fubjetts, 
And in order that our intentions upon this 
head might be fully known, we have cau‘ed
